TORONTO, Jan. 4-—First Presby- 
terilan church, Truro, Nova Scotia, 
the oldest Presbyterian church in 
Canada, by a vote of 611 to 43, has 
decided to go into the United Church 
of Canada, according to a telegraphic 
report'received by the Church Union 
Bureau of Information this evening. 
Bighty per cent of the possible vote 
was ‘polled. 

Two other city churches reported 
today as voting for union were Knox 
and Westmiieter churches, Edmon- 
ton. The voting at Knox chyrch was 
446 for unicn and 164 against; West- 
minster church voted 214 for and 70 
against. 

An official repori received by mail 
on Saturday showed that the Pres- 
byterian church at Macleod, Alta., 
voted 64 to 8 against union, This 
congregation was previously report- 
ed in a news despatch as having 
voted §% to 3 in favor. The present 
is the first report received by the 
Church Union Bureau from Macleod, 
and the first that it has issued 

Twenty new returns were received 
by the bureau over the week-end up 
to late last evening, all-of which, 
with the exception of Macleod, Alta., 
voted for entering the union. The re- 
oe to date by provinces are ag fol- 
ows: 

British Columbia—2 for union, 1 
against. 

Alberta—12 for union, 6 agaifist. 

Saskatchewan—J20 for union, 4 
against. 

Ontario—48 for union, 1 against. 

Prince Kdward Island—1 for 
union. 

Nova Scotia—1 for union. 

The total returns to date show 154 
for union and 11 against. First Pres- 
byterian, St. Catharines, for church 
union 190, against 88.

ALLIES WON’T QUIT

PARIS, Jan. 4.—The allied am- 
bassadors in Lerlin met at the Brit- 
ish embassy in the German capita] 
today and signed identical notes, 
announcing the refusal of their 
evvernmenis to evacuate the Col- 
ogno bridehead on January 10, ac- 
cording to an announcement by the 
foreign office today, 

It was arranged that the British 
ambassador, Baron D’Abdernon, in 
the presence of his four colleagues, 
the French, Belgian, Italian ana 
Japanese ambassadors, should pre- 
sent the note to Chancellor Marx 
tomorrow at 100n. The baron will 
emphasize the importance of the 
document and-notify the chancellor 

‘that the council. of ambassadors 

will send Germany a second note 
after it has recet a@ final report 
from the inter-allied control com- 
mission. 

It is announced that the present 
note will be published Tuesday.

PROMINENT OIL 


PROMOTER DIES 


Richard Aykroyd, Edmonton 
and Wainwright, Passed 
Away Yesterday. 


WAS ILL SHORT TIME 


Known Throughout Canada 
as Breeder of High Class 
Herefords. 


WAINWRIGHT, Jan. 4—(Special 
to The Bulletin)—Richard Aykroyd, 
one of Alberta’s leading agricultur- 
ists, and also keenly interested in the 
development of the Wainwright-Irma 
oil fields, died at his home here on 


Sunday morning from a ruptured 
blood vessel over the hoart, follow- 
ing acute indigestion. 

Mr. Aykroyd has been working. 
and apparently in the best of health, 
but was suddenly taken ill on Friday 
evening while shopping in Watn- 
wright. He was attended by Dr. H. 
C. Wellace, who ordered him to ke 
taken to his home just outside the 
town, and when séen on Saturday 
was feeling much better. On Satur- 
day eveniyg he suffered a relapse, 
and the docter wus again called in 
but in spite of medical aid Mr. Ayk- 
royd passed away at 2.30 on Sunday 
morning. - 

His death came as a great shock 
to the residents of Wainwright, cast- 
ing a gloom over the antire ponwa- 
tion of the town. 

Born near, Kingston, Ontario, 48 
years ago of N.E. Loyalist descent, 
the deceased came to Wainwright in 
1906 and settled on his present farm 
a year later. He became one of the 
most successful farmers in the Wain- 
wright district, an ig farnous 
throughout the dominion as a breed- 
er of Hereford cattle. 

Mr. Aykroyd took a keen interest 
in immigration schemes, and repre- 
sented the province of Alberta and 
the Grand Trunk Pacific in the 
United Kingdom for several years. 

The develo; ment of the Wain- 
wright-Irma <*! *‘el4n was made 
possible through the energy, and 
organization abilities, and was re- 
sponsible for the formation of sever- 
al of the companies now operating 
in the oil belt. 

He was a member of the Masonic 
and Odd Fellows fraternal orders, 
the former society are undertaking 
the’ burial rites, the funeral being 
held at Wainwright on Tuesday. 

The deceased is survived by his 
widow, two sons and three daugh- 
ters, and a brother resident at Wain- 
wright. ’

DISCOVERS CURE 
FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


CHICAG(), Jan, 4-—Sanocrysine, 
an inoagrnic salt of gold, which has 
been develorsd by Professor Hol- 
ger Moellgaard, Danish scientist, as 
e cure for tuberculosis, received an 
unqualified endorsement from Dr. 
Peter Clemensen, Chicago surgeon, 
in his first report to the Chicago 
Health Department. Dr. Clemensen 
was sent t> Copenhagen to examine 
the possibilitise “f the new fpecific 
after announcement of its Ciscovery 
was made at tne health officers’ 
convention in Columbus, Ohio, last 
October. 

“My impressions, so far, are that 
the thing is al! that is claimed for it 
and thei some,” Dr. Clemensen 
wrote. “You need have no fear 
about it being genuine. It is bona 
fide, scientific and good. 

“It cannot be used on advanced 
tuberculosis, where the lungs are al- 
most gone and the patient is weak—- 
it will not reproduce tissue, but it 
absolutely cures the beginning of 
tuberculosis where there is no neph- 
ritis or syphilis as complications.”

CALGARY, Jan. 4—John McDo.- 
gall, missionary'’s son and misaton- 
ary, won the respect of the virile 
Indians by athletic prowess, of

Dougall among the Blood Indians. 
The letter reads ag follows: 

‘In the fall of 1884 I joined a 
party of lumbermen to go to the 
Rocky Mountains to take out ties for 
the Gault Coal so as to build a tne 
from Dunsmuir to the coal fields 


the mountain, back of Banff, a »out 
three miles up the valley from the 
Bow River and C.P.R. We had to 
climb away up what we called the 
Hog’s Back and drop down into the 
valley above and shoot the tles cver 
a shoot about 500 feet long so it wus 
very hard to get the supplies into 
camp as it was @i] the teams «oud 
do to climb up with the emoty 
sleighs. We had to leave a large 
quantity in a large tent near the 
railway and bring them up as we 
needed them.
